Records of the transportation lines 


rhow there has been a considerable 
influx of German and Russian ele- 
ments into Mexico this year. While 
~ome of these travelers carry passporls 
of their native countries, many of them 
travel wilh passports of various Cen- 
tral American republics. 


The recent attempt on the life of 


Ihe exiled former head of the Red 
army, Leon Trotsky, was, according 
to mm, engineered by newly arrived 
members of the Soviet G. P. U (se- 
cret police), with the aid of Tole- 
dano's followers. Trotsky

charged that Toledano took his orders 
irom the Kremlin. 


Included in the Soviet influx are 


many Soviet agents who were in Spain 
on the Loylaist side during the re- 
cent civil war, and who have been 
recognized in Mexico by men who 
were in Spain at that time.

HAVRE .DE GRACE, Md.—The "gold 


mine bridge," a two-way free-way 
highway to young romance, may soon 
come tumbling down—and i two Mary- 
land towns are unhappy. 


The 70-year-old, double-decker .span 


across the Susequehanna river links 
this town with Perryville. As a free 
bridge, it's loved by swains who court 
across the stream, by commuters and 
tradespeople. 


Now a $4,639,000 bridge is about ready 


to take tolls. The old double-decker, 
according to a convent with bond- 
holders of the new, span, would be 
demolished July I. Citizens have ask- 
ed Governor Herbert R. O'Conor to 
look into the matter. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad built the 


old bridge in 1870; replaced it with" a 
new span in 1908. In 1910, a group 
of citizens invested $700 in it as a traf- 
fic way. With the corning of automo- 
bile traffic, they cleaned; up until the 
state bought the bridge in 1922 for 
5585,000. In six years, tolls reimbursed 
the state, and it was .made a free 
bridgQ. Now it looks like tolls are 
coming back if. the old bridge goes.

Strikes Fallin'g Off 


John R. Steelma.n, head of the con- 


ciliation service, is opptimistic aboul 
the prospects 


"Since the defense program was 


announced," he says, "there has been 
a noticeable tendency on the part oi 
the unions to try to settle their 
troubles without resort to strikes. I'm 
convinced there'll be increasing efforts 
by both, sides to avoid any stoppages, 
of production, 
, "If this voluntary machinery wil 
work, we won't have to go to the 
British extreme—which, incidentally 
regiments the employer as well as the 
employe," 


This -policy of trying to preven 


strikes, before they start is not new 
It has been the keynote of Steelman's 
policy since he took office two year 
ago.
